Pickaway County Was Center O f indian Activities 


EDITOR’S NOTE : This is one of a 
series of articles prepared by Johnda 
Davis, editor of the Pickaway County 
Historical Society’s Quarterly, con­ 
cerning the Indian activity of the area 
200 years ago. The articles are in 
conjunction with the Logan Bicen­ 
tennial C elebration Saturday and 
Sunday.

The second and third chieftains 
primarily associated with Pickaway 
county were a brother and sister, 
Cornstalk and Nonhelema, both chiefs 
of the Shawnee tribe. 
Dr. 
lou ise 
Phelps Kellogg, late historian of the 
Wisconsin Historical Society believed 
that both were bom in Oldtown, Md. 
Irater their tribe went to the Upper 
Ohio River area and by 1750 they were 
living in a large village near Port­ 
sm outh. 
When 
the 
villa g e 
w as 
destroyed by floods shortly after that 
date, the Shawnee villages moved up 
the Scioto to reestablish their homes on 
the Pickaway Plains. 


Cornstalk’s tribe has been described 
by a m odem descendant as ‘the most 
restless, energetic, warlike and ad­ 


venturous of all the Indian tribes.” 
Cornstalk was early recognized as a 
great leader. He participated in many 
peace talks between the white men and 
the Indians and was known for his 
statesmanlike qualities.

During the summer of 1774 the

Yellow Creek m assacre. The white 
men were roused by the menace of the 
Indians to their settlements in the west 
and appealed for help from Virginia. 
The governor of Virginia responded by 
raising an army of Virginia soldiers to 
come to the west to settle the Indian 
problem once and for all. Ixird Dun- 
m ore’s agent in Pittsburg, a Captain 
Connelly, in April declared a state of 
war between the white men and the 
Indians. 
(Cornstalk and Nonhelema tried to 
bring about a peaceful settlement all 
during that terrible summer. At last. 
C ornstalk’s voice for peace was 
shouted down by the warriors of the 
other tribes and he led his men into 
the assault on that portion of the 
V irginia arm y led by C ol. A ndrew 
I>ewis. le w is’ forces had separated 
from I/Ord Dunmore at Fort Gower 
and descended the 
Ohio 
to 
Fort 
Randolph at Point P leasant. On 
October IO, the Indians under Corn­ 
stalk, met the Virginians in a battle 
which was decided by the superior 
strategy of Col. IiCwis. During the 
b attle, Col. L ew is’ brother, Col. 
Charles l,ewis was mortally wounded, 


along with half their commissioned 
officers and fifty-two men. The Indians 
suffered even more severe losses, as 
233 of their finest and bravest warriors 
died 
here, 
including 
the 
Chief 
Pucksinwah, father of Tecumseh and 
chief of Old Chillicothe. 
The 
Indians, 
realizing 
defeat, 
gathered as many as possible of their 
dead and wounded from the bat­ 
tlefield, recrossed the Ohio and made 
their way in all haste up the Kanawha 
Trail to their homes on the Pickaway 
Plains. 
The Virginians, led by Col. Andrew 
I^wis, stayed in Point Pleasant only 
long enough to reinforce their fori 
before they set out on the same 
Kanawha Trail the 
Indians had 
followed to the Plains. They had only 
one objective in view: to consolidate 
their victory at Point Pleasant by 
completely destroying all the villages 
on the Plains and driving the Shawnees 
out of this fertile area forever. 
Back in their home country, the 
disheartened tribesmen listened to 
Cornstalk’s plea for peace, and he. 
with other chiefs, met with 
Lird 
Dunmore. They accepted his terms 


and 
w ere 
w illing 
to 
conclude 
negotiations forthwith, but 
Lord 
Dunmore considered that unless the 
powerful chief I/igan added his in­ 
fluence and his name to the treaty, 
some of the tribesmen would not abide 
by the terms. This was the reason for 
his dispatch of John Gibson to try to 
bring I/igan to the conference. 
Iiord Dunmore had a personal stake 
in desiring to bring a peaceful set­ 
tlement of the Indian troubles. It was 
known back in Virginia that Ixird 
Dunmore as a finn friend of George III 
had for a long tune aspired to acquire a 
vast private domain in the hinterlands 
of the Ohio country. Peace with the 
Indians was the prune necessity for 
success in his personal plans. There 
were also some of the Virginians who 
believed that 
Ixird 
Dunmore 
had 
treacherously brought the anny here 
to be slaughtered by the Indians. 
Whatever his motive, he was receptive 
of Cornstalk's plea for peace. 
When he learned that the second half 
of the Virginia army had decisively 
defeated the Shawnees at 
Point 
Pleasant and were on their way to 
destroy the villages here, he hastened 


to put an end to their vengeful journey 
He believed that such destruction of 
the villages would rouse the Indians to 
many more months or years of forays 
against white settlements and would 
make impossible in the forseeable 
future any plans for the development 
by 
colon ists 
of 
this 
prom ising 
territory. 


When Iiord Dunmore finally caught 
up with Col. le w is’ men they had 
established a camp on Congo Creek a 
mile south of where the Congo flows 
into the Scippo They were continuing 
their way up the Kanawha Trail to 
their first objective, Grenadier Squaw 
Town. They were within a quarter mile 
of that site. 


When the two leaders met, con­ 
temporary accounts tell us that there 
was a quarrel between them. Ixird 
Dunmore settled the issue by pulling 
rank and his sword simultaneously. As 
Col 
le w is’ 
superior in rank, 
he 
commanded him to retire to his camp 
and at the same tune threatened 
lew is’ life with his sword if lew is did 
not obey. lew is had no recourse but to 
submit.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has summoned executives of two 
major grain exporting companies to 
the White House to discuss the ad­ 
ministration’s decision to hold up the 
shipment of 125 million bushels of 
grain to the Soviet Union. 


Treasury Secretary W illiam E. 
Simon, 
in 
announcing 
the 
action 
Friday night, also said Ford had 
served notice that he expects ex­ 
porters to seek White House approval 
before arranging future contracts to 
ship grain abroad. 


Officials of Continental Grain Co. of 
New York and Cook Industries Inc., of 
Memphis, Tenn., were to meet with 
Ford today. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
an outspoken opponent of restrictions 
on U.S. farm exports, waif in California 
when the move was announced and 
broke off a six-day tom of western 
states to fly here for the meeting, an 
aide said. 
Some 91 million bushels of corn and 
34 million bushels of wheat were said 
to lie involved in the transaction. 
Officials did not disclose the value of 
the shipment. 
U.S. officials said the decision to 
hold up the sale was voluntary, but 
they declined to say whether the 
Soviets or the companies or both had 
acceded to an administration request 
to place the transaction in abeyance.

The action came at the end of a day 
that Ford devoted to economic matters 
and that saw these other economic 
developments:

ployed.

- Amstar Corp., the largest sugar 
refiner and marketer in the United 
States, said its wholesale price of 
grocery sugar in the Midwest went up 
Friday by IO per ce n t..

Americans to save more, reduce waste 
and produce more.” 
In announcing the hold-up of the 
Soviet grain shipments, Simon said 
“the contracts for the sale of ap­ 
proximately 125 million bushels of corn 
and wheat to the Soviet Union during 
the 1974-75 marketing year are being 
held in abeyance. These contracts, 
reported today by the IX»partment of 
Agriculture, involve about 91 million 
bushels of corn and 34 million bushels 
of wheat.”

The U.S. action cam e while the 
government was estimating the coni 
harvest will be ll per cent below last 
year’s record and soybeans to be down 
16 {HT cent. Wheat is expected to be up 
around 5 per cent but worldwide 
demand is anticipated to be even 
higher 
The next government crop forecast 
is scheduled to be released Thursday, 
but the recent frosts are expected to 
further shrink the official estim ates 
The size of the planned shipment was 
small compared to the estimated U.S 
harvest of 1.7 billion bushels of wheat 
and around 4.9 billion bushels of corn, 
and would have a negligible impact oil 
U.S. consumer prices.

News For Homemakers

Home Economics 
Ball Corporation is quite concerned 
with a recent statement issued by the 
Kerr Glass Manufacturing Cor­ 
poration stating that Kerr lids must be 
closed as tight as possible prior to 
processing and the bands retightened 
after processing. All home canners 
should read manufacturer’s direc­ 
tions. Ball home canning lids do not 
react as Kerr lids. Ball lids must vent 
or exhaust during processing If a Ball 
lid is closed too tightly, a buckled lid or 
an unsealed jar of food is the end 
result. 
Directions for using Ball Dome I Jds 
are as follows: 
1. Examine top and edges of jar; 
both must be smooth and even. Old 
jars were made for shoulder sealing; 
consequently, the top finish is usually 
unsuitable for top sealing with Ball 
Mason Dome Caps. 
2. Wash and rinse lids and bands. 
Cover lids with water. Bring to simmer 
(180degrees F.). Remore from heat. 
I .eave in water until ready to use. 
3. Fill hot jar. leave l*inch head 
space for meats, com, peas and other 
low-acid foods; 4-inch head space for 
fruits and acid vegetables. Add liquid 
to completely cover food solids. leave 
14-inch head 
space for juices, 
preserves, pickles and relishes; f l ­ 
inch head space for jellies. 
4. Remove air bubbles from fruit and 
vegetable packs by running non­ 
metallic utensil between food and jar. 


5. Wipe top and screw threads of jar 
with clean, damp cloth. Put lid on jar, 
sealing compound next to glass. 
6. Screw band tight but do not use 
force. Band must screw down evenly 
all the way around. 
7. Process immediately, using right 
time and method for product being 
canned. 
8. Remove jars from canner. Do not 
tighten bands after processing. Test 
for seal. 
9. Store without bands. 
The canning methods being an­ 
nounced by Kerr calling for high ap­ 
plication torque and tightening after 
processing would be very detrimental 
to the performance of Ball lids used 
accordingly. 
Ball lids are designed to meet a wide 
variety of canning methods but ex­ 
cessive application force should not be 
used. For all cold or raw packs the 
package must “vent” to remove 
harmful oxygen from the head space 
and also to release internal pressures 
which could cause the “buckling” 
deformation of the lid. Kerr lids can 
stand high torque because of good high 
torque venting. Our lids are more 
universal but have some limitations on 
high torque application venting. 
For all packs, Ball lids should be 
applied firmly but without force. 
Proper processing temperatures must 
be reached. Retightening the bands 
after processing is not needed and 
could cause problems on lids produced 
before new coating systems were 
employed.

Buying Apples? 


To get the most for your money, 
check the condition of apples before 
buying them. Apples should be firm 
and free from bruises. However, 
slightly bruised apples can be an 
economical buy, if they are to be used 
right away. They are a poor risk for 
home canning for freezing, though. 
Use bruised apples for jelly, apple 
butter, or cider. 
The sweeter apples are best for 
eating raw. Two varieties, Cortland 
and Golden Delicious, generally do not 
turn dark after slicing. This makes 
them especially good choices for

cating raw or in salads. 
Naturally, small apples are best for 
school lunch boxes or after school 
snacks. Medium sized ones are usually 
chosen for general use while large ones 
are good for baking. 
Flavor is at its best when apples are 
at the peak of maturity. Size is not an 
indicator of maturity. Background 
color is. Generally, background color 
should be greenish-yellow to yellow. 
When the background color of a red 
variety is green, it is not fully mature. 
The same is true of yellow varieties. 
The amount of red color may indicate 
maturity, but many of the new strains 
of red apples turn red before they are 
mature. 
Among the many varieties you’ll 
find on the market at this time of year, 
McIntosh and Cortland are good 
general purpose apples and both are 
earliest of the fall apples. Jonathan is 
also a good general purpose apple. Red 
Delicious and Golden Delicious are 
good for out-of-hand eating or for 
salads. Golden Delicious is a good 
general purpose apple, too. Staymen 
and Rome Beauty varieties come late 
in the season and are good all purpose 
apples. Rome Beauty is best for 
cooking and baking. 


Yellow Jackets 
Home owners are coming in contact 
with yellow jackets now that it is yard 
and garden clean up time. These in­ 
sects, when disturbed, use their 
stingers on you. 
Although they nest in the ground, 
usually along foundations, you’re 
likely to disturb the nest when trim­ 
ming the hedge or shrubs, pulling or 
cutting weeds, and mowing. 
Once the nest is located, spray it 
with Sevin, chlordane or diazinon. 
Follow directions on the label. It’ll 
probably be safer to spray the nest at 
night after the bees have gone inside. 
Spray entrance holes and repeat the 
following evening, if necessary.

Crickets Look 
For Cover 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

With the first frost of the season, 
crickets will be looking for winter 
cover. And they’ll move into your 
home, sheds, and other protected 
areas during the fall and winter 
months. 
According 
to 
William 
Lyon, 
Extension Entomologist at The Ohio 
State University, an occasional cricket 
in the house is no serious problem and 
pesticides are rarely needed. Instead, 
the homeowner can get rid of the 
cricket with a “search and capture” 
method of control. But, crickets annoy 
the homeowner with their monotonous 
chirping and through one method or 
another, the homeowner will want to 
rid his home of the pest. 
Sanitation is most important in 
reducing 
cricket 
feeding 
and 
reproduction. Eliminate rotting wood, 
stones, bricks, tile and other debris 
where crickets may hide. Because 
crickets often enter at doorways and 
basement windows, repair those that 
are loose fitting. Caulk or fill in cracks 
and crevices in the house and foun­ 
dation. In garages and out-buildings, 
keep doors tightly closed. 
I^arge 
garage doors should be fitted with a 
rubber plastic seal to keep insects out 
as well as rain and snow. 
Crickets are most troublesome in 
dwellings near grassy areas, city 
dumps, or other refuse areas. I,arge 
numbers may develop in these areas 
and migrate into homes. I jght attracts 
crickets, particularly in the fall when 
vegetation is scarce and crops are 
harvested, Lyon says. Eliminate 
weedy areas and insect-proof the 
home. 
Insecticides such as malathion 
fpremiun grade) can be used inside to 
control crickets and other pests that 
invade the home. Outside the house, 
spray or dust with chlordane, diazinon 
or other suitable insecticide. Apply 
materials according to label directions 
on foundation walls, window wells, 
crawl spaces, and under garbage cans 
and at thresholds. A 10-foot wide band 
of insecticide on the ground from the 
foundation outward may be necessary 
to keep populations of crickets and 
other invading insects from entering 
the home.

Com is like gold this year. I^et’s not 
lose it on the way to market, says John

shopping for the best markets will pay 
extra dividends this year, he points 
out. 
With prospects of $3.50 to $4 per 
bushel corn, every ear of the yellow 
product is valuable. Don’t leave part of 
the crop’s profit in fields by delaying 
harvest and by improper combine 
adjustment, plus an additional loss by 
handling and marketing choices. 
Moore recommends starting harvest 
when corn dries to 26 per cent moisture

Safety Pointers Listed 
For Tractor Drivers

Ifs harvest time, and more tractors 
and other farm machinery will be 
using the highways than normally. So 
be on the lookout for these slow moving 
vehicles. 
It takes an average of 18 seconds for 
a tractor pulling two wagons to enter 
and clear the highway, says Wilbur E.

During 
these 18 seconds, a motorist traveling 
at 50 miles per hour will cover a 
distance of more than one-quarter of a 
mile.

The Space Ball Came 


NEW YORK — Doesn’t seem 
possible that only 17 years have passed 
since the attention of the American 
people, riveted largely at that time on 
a World Series between the New York 
Yankees and the Milwaukee Braves, 
was diverted by a scientific event that 
subsequently altered the course of 
history. 
The Russians had inserted the first 
man-made satellite in earth orbit! 
They triumphantly called it Sputnik 
I. It weighed 184 pounds, was shaped 
like a ball with whiskers, and it could 
speak as it made an elliptical circle of 
the earth, sometimes as far out as 584 
miles, sometimes as close as 143.5 
miles. What it spoke was an innocent- 
sounding “ Bleep. . . bleep . . . bleep,” 
but it shook the American scientific 
community as no previous setback in 
its annals. 
Not everyone was impressed at the 
time. There was no announcement at 
the ballpark in Milwaukee that 
something had just happened that 
might be even more important than 
that day’s game. In Washington a few 
days later, no less an acknowledged 
student 
of 
world 
affairs, 
than 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
asked Bill Hearst, “ Why are your 
papers making so much fuss over a 
piece of iron in the sky?” 
It should not have been as much of a 
shock to American academicians as it 
was. Three years earlier, both the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union had agreed to try 
to put up satellites during Inter­ 
national Geophysical Year (1954). 
Both failed. It was also known that 25 
years before America’s pioneering 
Robert Goddard began testing his 
rockets in the late 1920s, Russian 
m a t h e m a t i c i a n 
K o n s t a n t in 
Tsiolkovski’s papers on the practical 
aspects of space flight were known in 
the world of science. 
But many Americans who tended to 
write off the Soviet Union as a nation 
which could not make a flush toilet, or 
vice versa, were stunned by the im­ 
plications of Sputnik I, and further 
flabbergasted when Sputnik II was 
sent up a month later carrying a dog 
named I^aika, forerunner of a more 
ominous creature in space — man. 
Thus began a “ race” that cost the 
U.S. many billions more than it spent 
to develop the atomic bomb. Well- 
publicized early failures to lift small 
payloads 
off the 
pads 
at 
Cape 
Canaveral made us look ludicrous as 
compared to the Russians, who 
reported only their successes. The 
Russian edge was soon interpreted as 
an alarming indication that it could 
deliver huge nuclear warheads to any 
part of the U.S. without fear of in­ 
terception or retaliation. Domestic 
political lines were drawn. The 
Democratic underdog.

nedy, blamed the “ missile gap” on the 
Eisenhower Administration and that 
Administration’s candidate, Richard 
Nixon. And won. 
The mind-bendmg recent miracles in 
space have tended to make one forget 
the almost desperate early efforts of 
the U.S. space team to catch up. A 
remodeled 
intermediate 
range 
military missile, the Jupiter-C, got the 
U.S. off the pad on January 31, 1958, 
with a 30.8 pound payload which 
discovered the earth’s inner radiation 
belt, named for U.S. astrophysicist 
James A. Van Allen. Three months 
later we boosted a 3-pound package, 
Vanguard I, into the then highest orbit 
(405-2,462 miles out) and it told ear­ 
thlings that their planet is pear- 
shaped. 
But the Russians came back with 
Sputnik III with a 2,926 pound package, 
the first instrumented multipurpose 
space lab. 
We answered, 
around 
(’hnstmastime, 1958, with our first 
Atlas in space. It transmitted the first 
human sounds from space: Christmas 
carols and a brief peace-on-earth 
message from President Eisenhower. 
And so it see-sawed. They threw out 
the first artificial planetoid and 
tracked it up to 371,000 miles. We came 
back with the first television pictures 
of the earth. They hit the moon, and 
shortly thereafter took an astonishing 
picture of its dark side. We made the 
first successful catch of a capsule 
returning from orbit. They sent up a 2- 


ton nose cone filled with dogs, mice 
and insects, took pictures of their 
behavior in weightlessness, and landed 
the menagerie safely. We retaliated 
with a chimpanzee, “ Enos.” They 
nuzzled at Mars, after we took a peek 
at Venus from 21,594 miles above its 
molten surface. 
And so it went until the manned 
space age was blasted open by Yuri 
Gagarin on 
April 
12, 
1961. 
The 
cosmonaut, since killed in a routine jet 
flight, made a single orbit of the earth 
in an hour and a half. We countered 
with two 15-minute suborbital flights 
by Alan Shepard and Gus Grissom, 
and then John Glenn’s 3-orbit feat, 
which got us back in the ball game 
after the achievement of Russia’s 
second spaceman Gherman “ I am 
Eagle!” Titov. 
Our lead began to mount during the 
Project 
Gemini, 
and 
took 
on 
astronomical proportions during 
Apollo. We have run out of missions to 
the moon and have no intention (or 
equipment) as of now of sending men 
anywhere in the solar system. We have 
pioneered 
the 
space 
lab, 
the 
remarkable communications system 
22,300 miles out, and unmanned 
marvels have shown the world what 
Jupiter and Mercury look like up close. 
Next July, the McCoys and the 
Hatfields of the one-time space feud 
get together and go hand-in-hand to a 
joint space lab . . . They’ve run out of 
places (and money) to go alone.

Woolco stores have grown in number 
from 192 in 1973 to 230, about 17 per 
cent of total Woolworth-owned stores 
and that percentage is growing. 
S.S. Kresge, which once had 745 
“ Green Front” Kresge Stores of the 
five-and-dime type in the mid-1930s, 
now has only 379 in the United States. 
They are in a holding pattern, a 
spokesman says, planning to maintain 
and modernize existing variety stores. 
But expansion energies will be spent 
on long, one-stop “ K-Mart” discount 
outlets which will soon outnumber 
smaller, variety outlets by about two- 
to-one. 
About half of W.T. Grant’s 1,172 
outlets fall under the smaller variety 
heading, a spokesman estimates, but 
that percentage is shrinking as the 
company builds more and more giant 
“ Grant City” outlets. 
These moves, which changing 
consumer demand and inflation have 
forced on retailers, continue to face the

Kresge appears to have adjusted 
well. Over-all sales were up about 19 
per cent in the first half of 1974, while 
net income grew by about 14 per cent.

A new drug aimed at delaying 
senility 
is 
being 
studied 
at 
the 
University of Rochester. 
Dr. Richard H. Schlessinger and his 
co-workers have created the drug 
vincamine, which is said to increase 
the memory and the 
intellectual 
capacity of those suffering from 
vascular diseases of the brain. 
This condition of arteriosclerotic 
change in the blood vessels of the brain 
is responsible for the changes in 
behavior that occur in the elderly. 
The drug is a chemically created 
counterpart extracted from the 
periwinkle plant. At the present time, 
the studies are being evaluated 
because of the toxic side effects that 
are associated with its use. 
It is hoped that before long vin­ 
camine can be produced in some form 
that will reduce these side effects. 
When this occurs, it is expected that 
the Federal Drug Administration will 
permit its use everywhere. 


More and more attention is being 
paid to the fact that some children and 


adults cannot tolerate lactose, a sugar 
found in milk. 
Digestive disturbances, commonly 
overlooked, have been traced to this 
condition. 
Now, Dr. W. J. Morrison, at the 
Johns Hopkins University, is using a 
special X-ray technique for the 
diagnosis of lactose intolerance. By 
adding lactose to the barium that is 
swallowed prior to X-ray, he and his 
co-workers have been able to identify 
more easily this condition in people 
who cannot tolerate milk. 
This new method is used in addition 
to the blood studies now in use. 


There is now great interest in a 
hormone that can promote growth. At 
the Vanderbilt School of Medicine, the 
hormone, known as the Epidermal 
Growth Factor (EG F), has the unique 
capacity to stimulate growth in some 
types of tissues. 
At the present time, the hormone is 
being studied intensively in ex­ 
perimental animals. It holds promise 
for later translation to humans. 
Grade A Horses 
Just Don't Exist 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There are 
Grade A eggs and Grade A milk, but 
the Agriculture Department says there 
are no Grade A horses. 
The department distributed this 
notice today: 
"Would you believe that reports 
coming to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture tell of individuals who 
have bought horses branded with an 
‘A’? 
“ This identifies them as reactors to 
the Coggins test for equine infectious 
anemia (EIA or swamp fever),” the 
department said. “ But some buyers 
thought they were getting certified, 
guaranteed Grade A horse — and at 
bargain prices.” 
Under federal rules, the “ A” in a 
brand or lip tatoo in combination with 
numerals stands for anemia. Trans­ 
port of such horses across state lines 
is prohibited except for special pur­ 
poses such as slaugher or research. 
A spokesman for the department’s 
Animal and Plant Health Inspection 
Service said the one-page notices, 
which include a drawing of an A- 
branded horse, are being sent to horse 
editors and others who need to be 
alerted about the disease. 


The malady, known commonly as 
swamp fever, until recently often 
escaped early detection because 
veterinarians lacked a quick test for 
the disease. 


Now, since a new test was perfected 
a few years ago, check-ups have in­ 
creased sharply. I^ast fiscal year, for 
example, 355,000 horses and other 
equines were tested, compared with 
125,000 in 1972-73. 
Results reported to USDA showed 
9,089 of the animals — nearly 2.7 per 
cent—reacted positively. That meant 
those horses were suffering from the 
disease or were carriers. 
Officials said there is no vaccine to 
prevent the disease and no cure. It 
affects only horses, mules and other 
members of the horse family and 
cannot be transmitted to humans, 
officials said. 


The virus can be spread to healthy 
animals by mosquitos, flies that bite or 
by contaminated instruments such as 
hypodermic needles. 
“ In the acute form (of the disease) 
horses 
become 
feverish, 
weak, 
depressed, 
and 
may die,” 
the 
department said.

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NEW BALTIMORE, Mich. (AP) - 
Frank Hograever, 89, Chrysler Corp.’s 
oldest living pensioner, has two words 
for the latest increase in his benefits: 
“ Big Deal.” 
Hograever’s monthly check has just 
jumped $59.45, to $295.05, under the 
latest increase built into the contract 
negotiated with the United Auto 
Workers. 
Tile increase alone is $14.45 more 
than his monthly pension when he 
retired 24 years ago, but he’s not 
impressed. 
“ I mean it’s nice and all, I ’m getting 
$295.05 a month now, and when I first 
retired it was $45,” he said. “ But what 
do they do? They raise the pension, 
then they raise the price of a car? 
“ I ’ve got a brand new Dodge out 
there in the garage right now — always 
had Dodges — and this one cost me 
$5,100. Ifs the same damn car I bought 
the first time off John F. Dodge and 
Horace Dodge for $750. Ain’t that much 
different, mister.” 
Hograever says he walked the picket 
line for 14 weeks in 1950 when the UAW 
won the pension plan at Chyrsler. Then 
he retired the day after it went into 
effect. 
“ It’s nice, but it sure can’t cover 
what things cost nowadays,” he said. 
“ Went shoppin’ the other day — I still 
drive — and it took me half a minute to 
spend my $10, and I carried the 
groceries home in the palm of my

When Did It Start? 


Mrs. O I x?ary had a bam. In the bam 
was a cow and a kerosene lamp, and in 
the loft was some hay. On (Jct. 9, 1871, 
Dennis stopped his wagon on the road 
nearby to look at the sunset. He noticed 
how dry everything looked, especially 
since there had been no rain for three 
months. 


All of a sudden he noticed smoke 
aiming 
from 
the 
roof 
of 
Mrs. 
O’I Mary 's bam, and then saw shooting 
red-flame. Dennis cracked his whip 
and drove to the bam as fast as his 
wheels could carry him. He rescued a 
calf whose hair had started to burn and 
then went back for the cow. Dennis’ 
wooden leg caught in a crack between 
two boards and he had all he could do 
to rescue himself. 


The red flames crackled in the hay, 
the wooden walls fell out and the fire 
followed the high wooden fence down 
the alley to a pile of rubbish, tinder dry 
boxes and old boards which added fuel 
to the fire. It jumped from the fence to 
the rubbish pile, dowT. the alley to 
another fence, to a neighbor’s bam, 
then to a nearby house and over the 
shingle roof tops of one house after 
another until the whole neighborhood 
was ablaze. 


Frightened 
men, 
women 
and 
children ran down the streets. The fire 
burned a path down to the river and 
with a strong gust of wind it crossed 
the river to the south side. People 
snatched thwr precious belongings. 
Women carried their 
babies and 
everyone was pushing and crying and 
running toward the bridge. There 
weren’t enough firemen and there 
were not enough fire engines to stop 
the tremendous fire.
